3. Claims 1-4, 7, 8, and 1 1-13 are allowed. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The present invention is directed to a method and a network apparatus for switching 

based on the content application data. Claims 1 and 7 uniquely identify a distinct feature "using 
an XML parser coupled to the XML checker to determine whether a received message contain 
XML information, and using the content based switching decision logic coupled to the XML 
parser to make a switching decision for the received message based upon a comparison of one or 
more configuration patterns, and switching the message to an output port or to a selected 
processing node based upon business transaction information provided in XML" and in 
combination with other limitations as set forth in the independent claims. Claims 2-4, 8, and 11- 
14 are allowed due to dependent claims.
